4-Bath the FBI and the Sec- 
ret Service were under a. 
virtual mandate today to 
tighten up Lheir security pro- 
cedures and begin workinr 
together more closely when 
protecting the Me of the 
President. 

While neither agency wa« 
held responsible for the 
death of President Kennedy 
in Dallas fast Nov. 11, both 
came under sweeping criti- 
cism in the Warren Commis- 
sion report for falling to co- 
ordinate their Information 
and activities on the day of 
the assassination. 

The Warren report even 
suggested that had there been 
a closer liason between the 
{Secret Service and the FBI, 
Lee Harvey Oswald, the ac- 
cused killer, might have been 
under scrutiny thAt dAy. and 
prevented rom firing the fata! 
shots. 

KNEW BACKGROUND 

Neither agency knew' at the 
time that Oswald had tried 
to kill former MaJ.

j KBI Director J. Edgar 
[noover sprang to the defense 
of hLi organization. how- 
ever. telling the Commission 
“there was nothing up to 
the time of the assassination 
that Rave any ‘indication 
that this man was a danger- 
ous character who might do 
harm to the President or 
the Vice President.** 

BOTH CRITICIZED 
The Warren Commission 
singled out the Secret Service 
for being “seriously defi- 
cient” in iU intelligence 
jwoik. and the FBI for lak- 
Mng “an unduly restrictive • 
view of Its role” in falling 
to give Secret Service agents 
Information on Oswald. 

The Commission also cited 
**a breach of discipline” by 
; nine members of the Secitt 
Service in Fort Worth. The 
„ agents hAd up to three beers 
and a mixed drink and a half 
after midnight. 

One stayed out until 5 a.m.. 
Nov. 22. The report SAid there 
was no evidence these men 
could have averted the tra- 
gedy. but that “it is con- 
ceivable (they! might have 
been more alert in the 
Dallas motorcade.”

The Secret Service, an arm 
of the Treasury Dept., which 
has protected Presidents since 
1894, had only 12 specialists 
and three clerks in its Pro- 
tective Research Section on 
Nov. 22. Their job was to 
keep tabs on all who might 
be a danger to the President. 

Of the 400 indiiduals under 
regular surveillance, only 101 
were seen a* serious riiik* 
and 12 to 15 a? highly 
dangerous. Although Ambas- 
sador Adlai Slevensofi had

Both J. Edgar Hoover and 
his assistant.

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The report conceded the 
Secret ~l>crvice , s “tcq-ocst* to 
Federal agencies lor tips 
were “vague.*' but It made 
this conclusion:
